Lord Henry Len:ox, M. P., entitled ‘‘ Forewarned, 
Forearmed,” in which he said: ‘‘ The question of the 
number and strength of the ships composing our navy 
is one of such paramount importance to the country, 





tary Committee of the Senate is said to be opposed to 
legislative reinstatement of dismissed officers, and the | 
public press of the country is aroused. It cannot be 
denied that recent exposures make us appear badly, but 
it will be remembered that more is heard of delinquents 
in the military than in other professions, for the reason 
that they are publicly tried by the profession itself, and 
are chargeable with many offences common to all walks 
of life but punishable only among soldiers. In other 
words, while soldiers live under the general code, they 
are in addition under an exacting special code. All 
their wrong doings are exposed. All the sins of the 
people’s military service are open to the people’s scru- 
tiny. In judging the Army the public is not likely to 
forget that many unworthy men were put into the Reg- 
ular Service through political influence at the close of 
the war, and many such have been appointed since 
through the same influence. The Army is not respon- 
sible for the appointment of bad men, but it is account- 
able if it does not proceed against them as soon after 
appointment as their conduct calls for it. That has 
been done at all times consistently and conscientiously. 
The Army would be culpable if it showed any dispo- 
sition to keep unworthy officers in its ranks or to pro- 
tect them from exposure and punishment. But not 
being responsible for their appointment, and doing all 
in its power to expose and expel them, it ought to be 
credited with its open and vigorous efforts to purify 
itself. It is not chargeable with demoralization for 
containing bad material which it did not select and 
which it is doing all in its powerto getridof. The 
Army’s efforts for its own purification have been seri- 
ously interfered with. The interposition of higher au- 
thority in favor of offenders has been so frequent since 
the war, especially from 1876 to 1880, as to be a great 
injury to the service. Many of the evils which have 
been exposed recently are fairly chargeable to Execu- 
tive and Legislative reversal of Army action. The New 
York Herald, of Jan. 21, 1881, contained important 
facts on this point. It gave a list of cases in which 
sentences of Courts-martial were mitigated or set aside 
and gross offences condoned by President Hayes. It 
said that ‘‘Mr. Hayes might justly be called the pro- 
moter of intemperance in the Army and the friend and 
defender of wrongdoers.® ‘Up to the present time,” 
said the Herald, ‘‘out of sixty convictions for gross 
offences, most of them involving extreme cases of drunk- 
enness on duty, only nineteen have been confirmed by 
him, while forty-one have by his personal order 
been so mitigated as to retain the offending offi- 
cers in the Army.” The Herald then recited the 
sixty cases giving the names of the officers, their of- 
fences and sentences. The offences condoned in- 
cluded drunkenness on duty; misuse, and misapplica- 
tion of public property ; selling pay accounts on sever- 
al occasions for the same month to different individuals; 
Violation of a solemn pledge; conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman, with specifications too gross, 
vulgar and profane for republication ; extreme cruelty 
toenlisted men and gross and most indecent black- 
guardism and profanity towards them and fellow offi- 
cers; assaulting a fellow officer who had but one arm, 
striking him a severe blow in the face and calling hima 
liar ; gross cruelty to sick enlisted men, causing the 
death of one and imperilling the lives of several ; riding 
in uniform in a carnage with & private soldier and two 
notorious prostitutes, and drinking. with them, and ca- 
rousing until handcuffed and taken to jail. Of the last 
case, the Herald says the offender “ had been appointed 
from civil life the year before and his restoration was 
due solely to political influence.” How could the Army 
purify itself when the Executive pronounced such men 
fit to be kept in it! When the strong current of mili- 
tary justice is dammed by the authorities se¢ over the 
Army, stagnant pools are formed whick breed scandal, 
fraud, disobedience, dissipation and disgrace, sometimes 


that or this point there should exist not the shadow of 
adoubt. If in the present era of costly iron-clad fleets 
our Own cannot be made to equal any possible comlii- 
nation of foreign powers, it ought at least to be strong 
and formidable enough successfully to resist any proba- 
ble coalition of hostile continental powers. 

“‘ For some time past there have apreared in various 
quarters several very positive and alarming statements 
as to the rapidly growing strength of the French navy 
as compared with our own. .. . 

‘*T propose to give as precisely as I can the relative 
strength of the English and French fleets, not only at 
this moment but also what we may expect it will be in 
1885, at which period it is intended that the present 
Freuch building programme so steadily and persistently 
adhered to since 1872 shall be completed.” 

Following the above quotation the author proceeds to 
give lists of ships in commission and in reserve, sea 
going and coast defence, belonging to the two powers, 
discussions as to the types of ships, kind of guns, pow- 
der, etc., and concludes with a recapitulation of the 
following points: “ First. That at the present moment 
(1882) taking ships in commission and in reserve the 
English navy is superior to that of France, but that 
superiority would be by no means adequate to 
the various duties which England in time of war 
would be called upon to perform. Secondly. That 
when the present building programme of the 
two nations is complete—that is to say, in 
1885—we shall at best be only equal in numbers to the 
iron-clad navy of France, and thatin point of speed, 
armor and armament, our ships will be inferior to 
theirs.” The pamphlet concludes with two tables, one 
the comparative strength of English and French non- 
obsolete armor-clad fleets, and the other, the ‘‘ compar- 
tive strength of Englishand French obsolete armor-clad 
fleets.” 

A close examination of the tables of ‘‘ Forewarned, 
Forearmed,” shows first, that his French list of sea- 
going non-obsolete ships, second class, eight in number, 
all are wood-built hulls of insufficient strength, and two 
at least, viz.: the Océan and Marengo, of the type of 1865, 
must be in a state cf decay, and properly belong to the 
list of obsoletes, while the remaining six will in a few 
years hence, in common with all their wood-built arim- 
ored ships, be relegated to harbor service, to be replaced 
by well-built steel and iron ships of recent design. 
Opposite to this French list of eight second class wood- 
built ships he has placed such iron-built English ships 
as the Nelson and Northampton, the Triumph and 
Swiftsure, nine in number, ships that will be for nida- 
ble long after the French wood-built ships have disap- 
peared from the fighting list. 

Second. While he has placed the French ships Océan 
and Marengo on the non-obsolete list, he has put such 
English ships as the Hector, Defence, Valiant, and 
Penelope on the obsolete list, and of the eighteen ships 
on his French list of obsolete seagoing ships, only two 
are of iron, and they of date of 1861, all being unfit for 
repairs, and ere long must be sold or broken up, while 
the fourteen ships on his English list of seagoing obso- 
lete ships, only two are wood built, ten were at the date 
of 1882 in commission; one, the Penelope, having taken 
part in the bombardment of Alexandria. Although 
counted out as fighting ships of the present day, most 
of them could be made useful in the event of war. 

May 7, 1883, the question of the comparative strength 
of the two fleets was discussed in the House of Com- 
mons, when Sir Thomas Brassey, speakiog on behalf of 
the government, used tonnage and thickness of armor 
only to define the classification of the ships, and on 
these two elements compared the armored fleets of Eng- 
land and France as they existed in 1882, and as they 
may possibly exist in 1885. 

May 18, 1883, Captain George E. Price, M. P., pub- 
lished in the London Times a statement of the compar-

ative strength of the two fleets, in which he employed 





two principal elements, the attacking power of the ship 
as shown by her guns, and the defensive poweras shown 
by her armor, neither displacement, speed, nor number 
of guns being considered. He divides the fleets into 
first and second class ships ; his first class comprises all 
ships carrying guns, or a gun of 43 tons and upwards, 
and with armor not less than 18in., his second class 
all ships carrying guns of from 18 to 38 tons, and with 
armor not less than 9in. 

By this standard (which is quite as misleading and 
in some respects as erroneous as the tables given by 
Lord Lennox) he rules out of the first class British list 
nearly all the powerful battle ships afloat, while he in- 
serts in the French first-class list such obsolete wood 
built ships as the Marengo and Océan, launched in 1868, 
andthe Suffren, launched two years later; he also places 
as first-classthe Zouwnant and Vengeur, both rated on 
the French navy list as Garde Cétes 2d class. 

Captain Price seems to have overlooked the fact that 
43 ton guns can, and probably will be mounted in such 
ships as the Dreadnought, the Thunderer, and six other 
powerful ships on his second class British list, and thus 
change his standard; indeed one such gun on a ship 
would take her out of his second to his first class. 

The French have paid dearly for their experience in 
building wooden armored ships. They have twenty at 
present on the list, launched since 1865, of insufficient 
strength originally, and ncw fast going to decay. It is 
to this fact that so many new ships are required. 

It is hardly necessary to say, that so many elements 
enter into the efficiency of a ship of war that no near 
approach to accuracy can be established, without taking 
up each ship in detail. Moreover, each succeeding 
year changes will be made in the armaments, etc., of 
many of the ships. 

The Woolwich and Elswick gun factories are rapidly 
turning out breech loaders to replace the muzzle loaders 
now on board their ships (281 guns of the new types 
have been ‘promised to be ready by March 31, 1884), 
while the French gun factories are steadily employed 
on the manufacture of steel guns to replace the short 
unchambered guns of cast iron, banded with steel, or 
of cast iron thus banded and lined with an interior tube 
of steel. 

Nevertheless, by fixing a date, say January, 1887, for 
the completion of the ships already commenced, and 
by counting out all obsolete ships at that date, and all 
coast defenders, we shall obtain the following just and 
approximate comparison of the fleets of the two great 
naval powers, suitable for battle on the high seas, com- 
piled from British and French authorities. Weights 
and measures English. 

The table which follows on the next page con- 
tains eight British and thirteen French ships build- 
ing, and five French skips baving hulls of wood. 
By the year 1890 the five wood-built ships will 
be obsolete, and it will require the three ships 
ordered by the French this year, but not yet 
named, two more, and unusual energy in their dock- 
yards, to keep their list up to thirty in number, whereas 
the British list wili probably be increased by that period 
to forty or more, and nearly all of them may be armed 
with the new type of breech-loading guns. 

It will be observed that discrepancies exist in the 
armaments of the French ships when given in tons, on 
account of frequent changes, also from the fact that 
guns are manufactured of different weight, having the 
same Calibre; for instance, the 34 cm. guns are made 
of 43.3, 47.2, 48.2, and 51.6 tons respectively. 

General Benét, Chief of Ordnance, U. S. A., states 
in his last annual report that the 37 cm. and 42 cm. 
guns now in process of manufacture at Ruelle are the 
first of this model, and the weight is 75.4 tons, while 
the 87 cm. weigh 75 tons. These guns have been given 


in the table for the Amiral Baudin and the Formid- 
able, and the 63-ton guns for the Benbow, instead of 100 
tons proposed for those ships. 

Some compilers have omitted from the British list the 
Swiftsure, Triumph, Audacious, Invincible, and Iron 
Duke, on account of their 8-in. armor and 12-ton guns. 
If this be done, then the French ships Richelieu, Fried- 
land, Trident, and Colbert should also be omitted, for 
Admiral Ryder, when on board the Audacious as his 
flag ship, wrote as follows: “‘The more experience I 
have with this class of ship, the more I am struck with 
their wonderful steadiness.” And it is supposed that 
18-ton guns can be mounted on them. 

Particulars of both the armored and unarmored fleets 
to date will appear in the 4th edition of the ‘‘ War Ships 
and Navies of the World,” in preparation for the press.

bune says : 

The honor ot having attached to it the oldest soldier of the 
U. S. Army, is without a shadow of doubt to be accorded to Fort 
Niagara, at the mouth of the Niagara River. The individual to 
whom this distinction is accorded is Ordnance Sergeant Lewis 
Lefiman, a man ninety years of age, who is still in service, al- 
though by a special act of Congress he was retired on full pay 
several years ago—the only occurrence of the kind on record. 
Leffman, who is still a bale and hearty old gentleman, full of 
pleasant anecdote and kind words for ali, is highly esteemed by 
the citi of Youngstown, adj t to the fort, and his history 
is so full of exciting incident that it is worthy of description. He 
is a Waterloo veteran and entered the armyof Hanover in 1813, 
serving with the allied forces against the great Napoleon through 
many severe battles. He has now in his possession a number ot 
medals granted him for special bravery during that war. In 1824, 
having come to America, he enlisted in the U.S. A., and has served 
in it ever since, having been fifty-nine years in the Government 
employ. In 1840 he was made ordnance sergeant. Much of this 
time he has been stationed at Fort Niagara, and for ten years was 
the only United States official at that post. During this period 
occurred the war of the Rebellion, and on one occasion he saved 
the fort from pillage and destruction by the large number of 
Southerners who had fled to Canadaand taken up their residences 
at Niagara, Ontario, just across the river from the fort. These 
rebel sympathizers had laid their plans to cross the river in boats 
on acertain night and seize the fort, and after pillaging it, to 
destroy it by fire. Leffman wasinformed just in time of their 
plans by a friend, and calling upon the patriotic villagers to aid 
him, he armed them, shotted all the guns of the fort, and waited 
to give the coming Confederates a strong dose of grape and can- 
ister. But they did not come, and it afterward leaked out that 
they were warved of their danger just as they were preparing to 
embark on their nocturnal errand of pillage and destruction. 
Sergeant Leffman is a devout member and Senior Warden of St. 
John’s Episcopal Church, just opposite his picturesque little 
cottage at Youngstown.

2269. Medical Directors will make to the Surgeon General 
the following returns: On the 15th day of every month a 
return of posts and stations of the Dept. (Form 23) with 
which he is serving; on the last day of every month a re- 
turn of medical officers (Form 24), of private fm aya un 
der contract (Form 25), of hospital stewards (Form 26), and 
matrons (Form 27), aud of the ambulance corps (Forms 28 
and 29) when in service; and within two weeks after the last 
day of every quarter an exact transcript of the record of 
deaths = 30) and of the record of certificates of dis- 
ability (Form 31, new). [Regs. 1863, par. 1303.] 

2305. Whenever a patient is transferred from the care of 
one medical officer to another, the avcount of his case (on 
Form 57) shall accompany him. [Regs. 1863, par. 1288 ] 

2333. Within two days after every action the senior medi- 
cal officer on duty with a regiment or detachment shall trans- 
mit through the proper channels to the Medical Director, in 
duplicate, lists of wounded (Form 43, new), and classified 
returns of wounds and injuries of the command to which he 
is attached (Form 42.) The Medical Director shall imme- 
diately forward one set of these lists to the Surgeon General, 
and retain the other to accompany his report to his com- 
manding general. [Regs. Med. Dept.] 

2335. Clauses 2 and 5: 

2. A consolidated report of the Medical Department, which 
shall also be an exact copy of the Register of Patients (Form 
43, new), to be made out in duplicate on the last day of every 
month, one copy to be seut to the Medical Director and one 
to the Surgeon General direct. 

5. A quarterly report of surgical operations (Form 50), to 
be made out iu duplicate on March 31, June 30, September 
30, and December 31 of each year, and forwarded, one to the 
Medical Director and one to the Surgeon General direct. In 
case no operations have been performed, a letter stating that 
fact will be sent in place of the report required. [Regs. 1863, 
pars. 1300, 1303 ; Regs. Med. Dept., par. 79.] 

246. If the recommendation for the discharge of the in- 
valid be approved the authority therefor will be indorsed on 
the ‘certificate of disability,” which will be sent back to be 
completed and signed by the C. O., who will then send the 
same direct to the Adjutant General's Office. He will also 
cause to be furnished to the medical officer by whom the 
certificate was given, or to the senior medical officer of the 
command to which the soldier was attached at the time of 
his discharge, a letter setting forth the full name, rank, 
company, and regiment, together with the date and cause 
of his discharge. Upon receipt of this communication the 
medical officer, having made a true copy for the completion 
of his own records, will forward the original, through the 
regular channels, to the Surgeon Genera!, and under no cir- 
cumstances will the ‘certificate of divability” be given into 
the hands of the soldier. [Regs. 1863, pars. 167 and 168.—

Mileage Questions.—An officer, having had his pay sus- 
pended for overpayment of mileage, appealed to the War 
Department, giving a statement of the case. Paymaster- 
General Rochester, to whom the papers were referred, says, 
July 28, 1883 : 

Had the enclosed information been forwarded through the pay- 
master, or direct to this office, the sap’e end would bave been ac- 
complished, and the office of the adjutant general relieved of 
much unnecessary trouble. Referring to the last paragraph of 
. « « « Jetter, it is suggested that he ought to understand the 
difference between a suspension against a paymaster (which 
oftentimes only needs an explanation) and a st’ ppage against an 
officer, With the exception of sentence of a Court-martial the 
Secretary of War only bas authority to stop any portion of an 
officer’s pay. When an officer’s pay i« stopped, then, it seems to 
me, is his time to appeal to the War Department. 

The Secretary of War, July 25, 1883, in disposing of the 
case, remarked as follows : 

It is the sworn duty of the paymaster general to suspend 
(which is to hold for explanation) agsinst a paymaster any ac- 
count paid by bim, which, upon its face,appears irregular, or 
unauthorized, The notification by the paymaster who paida 
voucher to an officer, in whose favor a payment may have been 
made, does not stop that officer’s pay. An officer’s pay is stopped 
only by sentence of Court-martial, or by an order of the Secre- 
tary ot War. The paymaster general has several times repre- 
sented to this office, that, through misapprehension, he is often, 
in the plain discharge of his duty, charged by officers of the Army 
with stopping pay against them; and he has wished that some 
clearer views of the subject might be imparted, so as to lift this 
undeserred odium from his shoulders. It is very difficult to 
attain this end. Ifitcan be made apparent that explanations for 
suspensions can be made direct tothe paymasters paying an ac- 
count, or to the paymaster genersi, and that such statements 
wil) *e fairly considered, and no injustice done, a feeling of re- 
lief wi!l be extended to officers who anticipate a stoppage on first 
payment, as well as to the ordinary channel of military commu- 
nication and to the paymaster general.

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Department of Dakota.—A new Roster of Troops dated

Comdr. Reed reports from Charlotteville, Prince Edward 
Island, Aug. 15, 1883, as follows : Left Arachat July 31. hav- 
ing been detained over one day by a fog, and arrived at 
Port? Hawkesbury the same day. This is midway, in the 
Strait of Canso, and while there could communicate easily 
with Port Mulgrave, the railroad terminus on the Nova 
Scotia side, and Port Hastings three miles further north on 
the Care Breton side of the Straits. These were the only 
places on the Straits to be visited, and there were no Ame 
rican fishermen there at this time, the mackerel at present 
being io the northeria part of the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Re- 
mained there until Aug. 4, then went to Port Hood, on the 
West Coast of Breton Island, This place was formerly much 
frequented by our fishermen, but there was not one there at 
tbis time nor had there been for some time. It is of little 
importance now, though once quite flourishing. It serves, 
however, for a harbor for small vessels, where they can find 
shelter in a gale under the lee of two islands. In winter it is 
entirely closed by ice. We left Port Hood Aug. 7, and ar- 
rived at Picton, N. 8., Aug. 8, leaving this place Aug. 13. 
Picton, in common with other places around these provinces, 
has suffered much on account cf doing away with reci- 
procity with the U. 8., and if it were not for its coal trade it 
would be of no importance. There were no American vessels 
in Picton, and only one in this port, the steamer Carroli, 
which, with the Worcester, makes weekly trips during the 
summer between Boston and this place, stopping also at 
Picton, Port Hawkesbury and Halifax. We have met none 
of our fishermen, except at Cape Canso, but [ am informed 
that there are a good many of them around on the north

NAVAL DISPLAY IN CHINESE WATERS. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the Shanghai Courier writes as 
follows: ‘‘ The British Squadron, under the comman¢ 
of Admiral Willes, which has been lying at this port for 
several days, left June 5 for Chefoo. The Admiral and 
bis staff and H. M.’s consul left at the same time in the 
Vigilant for Nanking, on a visit to the Viceroy. The 
visit of the squadron has caused great excitement, and 
has been the source of most extravagant rumors among 
the natives. The Taoutai left suddenly, if report may 
be credited, to avoid receiving the Admiral, and to pre- 
vent any display of retinue in the native city. The 
subordinate officials have been rushing about among 
foreigners to ascertain the reasons for this display of 
naval power on the part of the British authorities. 
Telegrams received from Nanking stated that the Vice- 
roy had assembled 10,000 troops within the city; but 
whether the Admiral saw and was duly impressed with 
this parade of military strength, or why or wherefore 
such a review was held, we have not yet been informed, 
The great event, however, remains to be mentioned. 
which was an exhibition of the electric light on board 
the Audacious, which took place on two evenings dur- 
ing the stay of that ship in port, and was carried out in 
connection with torpedo experiments. Anything more 
beautiful has never been witnessed by residents, espe- 
cially when the bright, clear light brought out in full 
relief every vessel of the fleet, even the white sides, 
rigging, aud people on board. The duplex signalling, 
with double arms of light visible six miles distant, 
afforded tens of thousands of Chinese a sight they had 
never before seen. It is said that hundreds of them 
were so frightened that they packed up all their worldly 
goods and prepared to clear out, as they were under the 
impression that an attack was intended. Others wit- 
nessed and admired it from the shore, uttering exclamg- 





tions of surprise at eyery turn of the_light. 


THE ENGINEER BATTALION, WILLETS POINT. 


Tue Evening Telegram of August 21, in an article on 
“ Dissatisfied Soldiers,” paints a doleful picture. It says: 
“‘ It is painfully evident from the fact alone that at present 
the Army is over eight thousand men short, and is daily de- 
creasing in point of numbers, that unless a remedy be speed - 
ily found to prevent desertion the standing army of this 
country will be an institution of the past and wil have died 
a natural death.” 

The visit of its reporter to Willet’s Point, New York Har- 
bor, seems to have been fruitful of information. 

‘*My third five years enlistment ends in October,” said 
Private Edward Simmons, of Jompany A, of the Engineer 
Battalion, ‘‘and I sball return to private life. I admire Gen 
eral Abbot, but his hands are tied.” 

‘* Yes, everything looks well on the surface,” replied Priv- 
ate Quinn to the reporter, who had observed the seeming 
perfect order of everything about the post; “ but you want 
~ look behind the meee that = newspaper man will 

given an opportunity of doing. ere are wrongs 
practiced here.” v ” ” 

One soldier, formerly stationed at Fort Schuyler and at 
Newport and a veteran of the late war, openly declared to 
the reporter that the men on the post were not half fed. 
‘*Why,” said be, “Is it to be wondered at that we desert? 
Here we are with few or no privileges, fed on salt pork and 
other food of an inferior quality at the best and then not 
properly cooked, kept here like prisoners, with plenty of per- 
secution and poor pay. We have no incentive to aspire to 
better things.” The reporter found by a careful canvass 
that, ‘although kept as mrch as possible from the ears of 
the commanding officer, the feeliog of disaffection is Jarge y 
prevalent at the post and discontent is gaining ground.” 

_ Poor rations, but few privileges, overwork and persecu- 
tion, which makes life at the post little better than imprison- 
ment, are the main grievances, A soldier of Co, O, when 
asked if he did not think the prevailing feeling of discon- 
tent was uncalled for: ‘ Well, I will answer that question by 
telling you that I have been four nights on guard and one 
night in bed this week. Situated as we are with not over 
150 men, all told, we are expected by General Abbot. the 
Commanding Officer, todo tbe work of 300 men. There 
bave been days at a time since the commencement of spring 
that we have been kept at work from half-past four o’clock 
in the morning until ten o’clock at night, with no time to 
rest during the day except at meuls. The married men who 
have families living away from the post complain that they 
are unable to visit their homes. They are allowed one day 
out of seven to be with their families, and if they are out 
‘‘over pass” are locked up and court-martiailed. 

Capt. Roffner, in command at Fort Willets during the ab- 
sence in Europe of Gen. H, CO. Abbot, was found by the re- 
porter, and when spoken to concerring the condition of 
affairs at the fort and told of the complaints made, denounced 
the charges as false. He admitted that the condition of the 
garrison in point of pumbers was far from what it ought to 
be, but that the numerous desertions had nothing whatever 
to do with the treatment received bythe men. The garrison 
had fallen off until now there were not over ove hundred 
and fifty men at the post. The men had, of course, to work 
much harder than would be the case were the post fully 
manned, but to say that they were ill treated was absurd and 
void of truth. Everything possible wss done for the comfort 
of the men. He did not attribute the falling off in the ranks 
to desertion. In proportion there were as few desertions 
from Fort Willets as from any other postin the Service. Men 
were leaving the Army because of better times. But few en- 
listments were made, because the class of men who would 
enter the Regular Army found emplovment outside of it. 
‘* We canuot draw on the David's Island recruiting station,” 
continued Capt. Ruffner, ‘‘ because the men who enlist there 
are held to be sent out on the plains. The whole Army i 
short of men, and new recruiting stations will be established. 
The men who have started these stories of abuse comprise an 
element which the Service is far better without. They only 
create trouble and discontent wherever they go.” 

The reporter then under permiasion visited and inspected 
the barracks and other post bu‘ldings. Everything was 
found in seemingly good order. The beds were comfortable 
and clean, and tke barracks, although weatherbeaten struc- 
tures, have been newly fitted up inside. He says: 

“The post band, which should properly contain 30 pieces 
of music, at one time actually dwindled down to four. ere 
are at present nine menin the band. Thecompany barracks, 
although newly painted and refurnished, are tumble-Jown 
structures which have stood the storms of nearly a quarter 
of a century and are said by the soldiers to let in rain and 
snow, and to be almost uninhabitable in the winter. Mr. 
John Reindel, who with his brother Emi! left Port Willets 
three weeks ago, after having served an enlistment of five 
years, said to the reporter: ‘We left Fort Willets because 
we were tired of being treated more like slaves than white 
men. The officers have only themselves to blame for the 
present condition of affairs at the post. There is too much 
red tape at Fort Willets for a man with any spirit to remain 
there. I know of at least six men who deserted from the 
post during the five years Ispent there whose desertions were 
not made public. I have known of instances where men 
have left Fort Willets and eulisted at other posts. To pre- 
vent this men are given bad discharges. When a man is 
found determined to leave this branch of the Service the 
word ‘intemperate’ or something of a like injurious nature 
is written on his di e. This prevents him from being 
ascepted at any other post, yet he will be taken back at Fort 
Wiliets, where he is known. Such is my case. I had in- 
tended to re-enlist in another company, but had ‘intempe- 
rate’ written on my discharge. I was never intoxicated in 
my life.’” 

The impression throughout the Army has certainly been 
quite contrary to that given here. The post of Willet’s Point 
has been regarded as one of the desirable ones, Itis true 
that the quota for the Army is somewhat short, but not by 
avy means, we should say, 8,000 men. The times have been 
good and men found more desirable employment. Reeruit- 


ing is much more active of late, however.

pension establishmest. Our own Soldiers’ Home, 
although an excellent institution, is not as popular as it 
might be with those who have to look forward to be- 
coming its inmates when their active military career has 
closed. Its revenues are large, and ample to forma 
liberal scale of out-pensions to the retiring veterans. 
The restrictions at the Home, though by no means 
severe, are irksome to many of the old soldiers, who 
would much prefer to live where they choose, if the 
Government would only allow them enough to live up- 
on. The question is well worth considering in con- 
nection with that of a proper and just retiring allow- 
ance for all soldiers of long and faithful service, which 
we hope to see brought prominently before Congress at 
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Spxctat orders from the War Department of Monday 
last dissolves all the Army Retiring Boards that have 
been convened since the passage of the act making the 








four hundred retired list independent of the list con- 
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Tue latest accounts from the Presidential party locate 
them at Camp Hampton on Snake River, Wyoming, 
the camp being named in honor of Senator Wade 
Hampton, who was expected to form one of the party. 
The President, Secretary Lincoln, Gen. Sheridan and 
the rest are all reported well and enjoying themselvos 
hugely.

This meets effectu- 
ally a difficulty which has in the past led to the recom- 
mendation that the law be so amended as to provide 
for longer sessions than are now permitted. We see 
no reason why, so long as the law remains unchanged, 
the example set by the War Department should not be 
followed by the several Military Divisions and Depart- 
ments. The Article of War, 94, on the subject refers 
to lengthened sessions of Courts-martial in cases which 
‘require immediate example,” but as all infractions of 
wilitary discipline require immediate example, especi- 
ally within Government posts, there could be no objec- 
tions on that score. 11 A. m., the usual hour when courts 
are directed to assemble, is a little late. 9a.M. isa 
better hour, and most officers detached for Court-martial 
duty would prefer to go right ahead with the business sent 
before them than protract the sessious to the extent that 
is necessary under the present rule of session from 11 
A. M., to3 P. M. 





Tse British military authorities have been consider- 
ing the question of the abolishment of that well-known 
home for pensioners—the Chelsea Hospital—and a 
special committee has been inquiring into the merits of 
the case. The institution is a popular one, and the 
proposition has not met with much favor with the pub- 
lic, who are not satisfied that the Chelsea pensioner 
should be ruthlessly swept away, with the many other 
sacred traditions which have been so roughly dealt 
with by the reforming spirits at the War Office. The 
principal point to which the committee has devoted its 
attention is one which has more then once been mooted 
with us, namely, whether the present system of in-pen- 
sioners is more beneficial to the pensioner himself and a 
greater prospective boon to the deserving soldier than a 
system of out-pensions equal in cost to the country. 
One conclusion seems to have been arrived at, that the 
revenues of Chelsea, if utilized towards augmenting the 
allowances of the army out-pensioners, would have no 
appreciable effect. Then the committee considered 
certain suggestions that there were objections tc the 
semi-monastic character of the institution, and repre- 

sentations that the old men themselves would prefer to 

live independently if they could do so in comfort. The 

committee, however, came to the conclusion that to the 

sick and infirm, who form a large percentage of the in- 

mates of the hospitals, the present advantages could not

ARTILLERY PRACTICE. 


Tne importance of practical artillery instruction as a 
neans of defence for our principal seaports cannot read- 
ly be over-estimated. Especially is this true when the 

eat extent of our coast and the dearth of regular 
oops for guarding it are taken into consideration. 

As has been often said, it is not enovgh that the offi- 
‘ers for the artillery should be carefully selected from 
house showing most proficiency in scientific research 
nd invention, but every means necessary to the practi- 
al application of ‘the results of their labors should be 
berally provided, to enable them to keep, at least, 
breast of the times in their special branch of the service. 
fe are glad to note that much has recently been done 
n the direction indicated, both by the torpedo school at 
Willev’s Point, and, doubtless largely through its influ- 
ence, by the artillery stationed in New York harbor. 
We publish this week an article on ‘* Practical Artil- 
ry Instruction,” by that indefatigable worker and 
1entific gentleman, Lieut. Zalinski, of the 5th Artil- 
ry. It will be found to contain much valuable infor- 
ation with practical suggestions for the instruction at 
tillery posts, and indicates something of the method 
ow being pursued in the harbcr defences of New York. 
In this connection we would repeat a suggestion 
vhich has not yet received that attention which we 
elieve it is certain to command at some perhaps not 
ery distant day, as an important element in coast 
Mefence. It is well understood that in case of actual 
eed our little Army can only be a nucleus around 
hich the National Guard must rally for the common 
efence. This being the case, it would be well that 
very permanent work on cur coast and frontier should 
ave assigned to ii some local regiment or other organ- 
Sezation for its special auxiliary garrison and defence. 
hat this would be mutually beneficial to both regulars 
Sand volunteers needs no argument, while the profit to 
pthe country, to put it in figures, would, we think, be at 
ast the result of the multiplication of these benefits, if 
hot as the square of the sum total. 

In 1865 the National Artillery Association was organ- 
ed among the British Volunteers, and excellent re- 
ults have followed its formation. In an address de- 
ivered upon the occasion of distributing the prizes to 
hem nine years ago Major General Wolseley, Inspec- 
or General of the Auxiliary Forces, said: ‘‘ Yesterday 
had very fair opportunities of judging of your effi- 
iency as gunners, and that efliciency not only does 
ou the greatest credit, but is creditable also to those 
nstructors under whose tuition you bave becume so 
ficient as artillerymen. I have always looked upon 
hese meetings as of really great national importance, 
hot only for the amount of instruction afforded to those 
vho come here, but because they associate the Volun- 
eer force with the Regular Army, and bind both to- 
pether in a manner which no other means could possi- 
bly afford. Iam sure that the more the Army and the 
olunteers know of one another the more highly they 
vill appreciate cach other, and become tied up together 
n those indissoluble bonds which are necessary for the 
ormation of a strong military force. , It is a very plea- 
ant thought to think that those ‘whom 1 see before me 
epresent & large body of reserve behind them ; that 
hey in fact represent thirty and odd thousand efficient 
Bunners of this kingdom.

THE FRENCH IN TONQUIN. 


Tue French have had a most discouraging campaign 
thus farin Tonquin. Their attempt to advance upon 
Sontay or Cheune-Tei from Hanoi on the 15th of Au- 
gust resulted in a repulse, which is the more humilia- 
ting considering the jaunty air with which their expe- 
dition in Tonquin was undertaken. The Chinese from 
beyond the frontier, who have united with the An- 
namese, have proved formidable antagonists, and the 
natural obstacles to be overcome are serious. The 
French advance was in three parallel columns. Bya 
feigned retreat the Chinese allured the middle column 
in advance of the others, repulsed the as3aults upon 
their right and left flanks, and concentrated their attack 
upon the advanced French centre. But for the heavy 
rainstorm the chances are that they would have anni- 
hilated it. As it was, the rapid rising of the streams 
forced them to suspend their assault, and the imperilled 
French held their own until the following morning, 
when they were reinforced from Hanoi and fell back on 
their intrenched camp there. 

Each of the French columns was composed of five 
hundred infantry, with batteries of field artillery. The 
advance of the right division, along the banks of the 
Chong-cai, was supported by the French gunboats, 
which were stopped by a bamboo fort prctecting a 
native village. The defenders of these rude works re- 
pulsed three attempts to carry them by assault, after a 
furious shelling by the gunboats. The French were 
similarly repulsed on the left, where Gen. Bouet com- 
manded, failing to carry the Chinese works which op- 
posed their advance. As the French fell back from 
their unsuccessful assault on the left flank they were 
followed by the Chinese in a fierce attack. There are 
no reliable reports of losses on either side, the 
French giving theirs as three officers and fifteen 
men killed and about forty wounded, and estimating 
that of the enemy rudely at 1,200. A despatch to the 
London Times from Hong Kong, dated at 11 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, August 22, says that Hai Zinong, 
Tonquin, has been taken by ,the French. They also 
captured 150 cannon and $50,000 of Annamite cash. 
The Annamites fied in disorder into the interior. The 
place was taken by assault, the attack being so sudden 
and well conducted that the Annamites had no time 
even to spike their guns or carry away their treasure. 
An official despatch received in Paris confirms the 
news. The Annarmese are a different enemy from the 
troops encountered in the previous affair, which 
were mainly Chinese armed with Remington 
rifles. The French doctors complain of a want 
of medicine and stores. The operations of the 
French have been stopped for the present, the 
number of troops being insufficient to attack 
Sontay and Bac Nigue, which are the strongest posi- 
tions in the delta. The repulse of the French has dis- 
heartened them and encouraged the enemy. Four 
thousand native Christians are being armed. The 
Times says the capture of Hai Zinong is of some im- 
portance, as it gives the French complete command of 
the Songehi Canal, which is the most convenient ap- 
proach to Hanoi. The French wounded were chiefly 
hit below ihe knee, the Annamese fire being low and 
very effective. The enemy’s strength is variously 
stated to be from ten thousand to twenty thousand, and 
is probably greatly exaggerated. 








BREECH MECHANISM FOR HEAVY B. L. GUNS. 


*AFTER many experimental trials with various de- 
vices, our Army and Navy Boards have adopted the 
French or slotted screw fermature. Probably, the first 
successful application of this kind of screw, to a B. L. 
gun, was made by the late John Ll’. Schenk, of Boston, 
in 1853. F. Krupp, and the German, Russian and Aus- 
trian Ordnance Boards, prefer the primitive wedge ; 
while Sir William Armstrong, andthe French Orduance 
Corps, prefer the slotted screw. 

The wedge is the only system which has been tested 
in service. The slotted screw, though strongly recom- 
mended, possibly may turn out as did Sir W. Arm. 
strong’s invention in the Chinese campaigan of 1860. 
Had the brave Egyptian guoners, at Alexandria, hada 
few of Sir W. Armstrong’s latest guns, we to-day might 
know more of the capabilities of the slotted screw fer- 
mature. 

The single Nordenfelt gun in the foretop of the 
Condor, silenced the heavy guns opposed to it, and 
scored them 1n such a manner as to make it almost cer- 
tain that any projection on the bodies of the guns 
would have been hit. ‘That is to say, if the end of a 
Krupp wedge had projected beyond the body of the 
gun (as it must project during the loading of the gun), 





slotted screw fermature had been opened for loading, it 
would have been hit. 

When the Krupp and slotted screw fermatures are 
opened for loading, their mechanism is specially ex- 
posed to injury. In the case of the Krupp wedge, it is 
necessary to slide the wedge outward in its slot, to open 
the bore for loading. The outer end of the wedge is 
then beyond the circle of the breech, and this extended 
end of the wedge, with its two actuating screws, are 
exposed to the possibility of a storm of machine shot, 
being without shelter, except such partial shelter as the 
cheek of the carriege affords. In the case of the slotted 
screw, when the gun is to be loaded the breech screw is 
drawn out from its seat in the gun, until it rests upon 
the tray, which is then swung upon its hinge outward. 
It is partially sheltered behind the cheek of the carriage, 
and behind the gun; but aconsiderable part of this 
delicate machine is unprotected, aud may be hit by any 
missile. A projectile, or a fragment, might smash the 
tray, when the whole would fall to the ground. Some 
strong shield is greatly needed, but 1t is difficult to see 
how to attach it in a substantial manner to the gun. 

It may be said of the wedge, that less of its mechan- 
ism is exposed, because of the thick hoop in front of 
the slot. lt certainly does afford some shelter, and if 
the hoop was increased into a mantelet, by increasing 
the diameter of the hoop, it would also strengthen the 
gun. The two actuating screws are liable to be bent or 
broken, and except bruises which the wedge might re- 
ceive, this might be the extent of the injury from 
machine fire. Any casualty of this kind might seriously 
delay firing. The slotted screw fermature permits a 
close visual inspection after each fire; but coupled with 
this advautage is the inherent exposure to being hit and 
disabled. It is also liable to get fouled and needs fre- 
quent cleaning to keep it in working order. Firing 
might be interrupted at a critical period of an engage- 
ment from this cause. 

If all of our guns were to be mounted in turrets, or in 
Gruson casemates, on muzzle pivoted carriages, they 
would not be easily disabled. But most of them will 
be mounted, as heretofore, in earthworks. Many of 
these earthwoiks will be newly made, so that the 
enemy’s projectiles will scatter dirt in liberal quantities 
over our guns. Many must be buili on ground so low 
that our guns cannot see the decks of the ships they 
must fight. 

We have purposely omitted to consider the danger to 
breech mechanism from ordinary gun and mortar fire, 
because this new danger from shells, from machine 
guns alone, should have early and special attention. 
The marked success of machine guns at Alexandria 
must tend to augment machine fire in future attacks, 
and render it more and more necessary to shield the 
mechanism of our B. L. guns, as far as possible. It is 
a moot case, whether the slotted screw fermature is 
best fitted for guns in earthworks, where hard and 
steady work may be required of them. Is it not wise 
to seasonably consider the weak points which are in- 
separably connected with the slotted screw fermature, 
and not wait even for a Chinese war to force them 
upon our attention ?

In Memory of Officers and Soldiers who Fell with the Seventh 
U.S. Cavalry, against Sioux Indians, on the 25th and 26th of 
June, 1876. 

In addition to this there are inscribed on the monument 

the number and names of officers, soldiers, civilians, and In- 

dian scouts killed—a total of 276.

Tue funeral of Gen. Thomas J. Haines, O. 8., U. 8. Army, 
took place on Thursday afternoon, August 16, from the resi- 
dence of his brother Mr. John Haines, Townsend street, 
Boston Hishlands. The burial was without military display 
in accordance with the wishes of the family. The pall- 
bearers were Maj. Charles McClure, P. M. ; Capt. John F. 
Weston, CO. 8. ; Capt. D. A. Lyle, Ordnance, U. 8. Army, 
and the Hon. H. A. 8. D. Dudley, of Roxbury. At the house 
the funeral services were read by the Rev. Mr. Pierce, of the 
Episcopal Church, after which the body, followed by the 
family and a large number of friends, was taken to Forest 
Hills Cemetery and placed in the receiving vault. Lieut. 
Haines of the Marine Corps, and Cadet Haines from West 
Point, sons of the deceased, were present. 

Gen. Haines’s duties during the war were of a very im- 
portant and laborious character, and he discharged them 
with zeal, fidelity, and marked ability. He purchased vast 
quantities of subsistence stores for the Western armies in the 
field and at the same time had supervisory control of the 
Commissary Department in the Military Departments of Mis- 
souri, Tennessee and the northwest, and of the territory em- 
braced between the Mississippi river, New Mexico and Utah. 
General Haines was a man of much force of character. 
and was possessed of a handsome and commanding presence 
He was endowed with administrative talent of a high order, 
and devoted his life to his profession, He was a scrupu- 
lously honest man, and during all the years he disbursed 
vast sums of money for the Government no breath of sus- 
picion ever arose against his integrity. He has left his 
children a greater inheritance than riches—a proud name, 
and spotless reputation. 

The War Department has no information which supports 
the statements appearing in the duily papers as to the cause 
of the death of General Haines. The physicians of the 
asylum where he died reported that he was fonnd dead in 
his bed, and that the cause of death was discovered to be 
heart disease—a statement which the Department officials 
have no reason to question. e 
In an order announcing the death of General Haines, the 
Commissary General of Subsistence‘says : 

By his death, his family meets with an irreparable loss, the 
Commissary-General loses a triend long tried in close personal 
and official relatious, and a void is lett in the Subsistence Depart- 
ment that cannot soon be filled. 

His career as a cadet at the Military Academy, and his success 
in the varied duties coufided to him whilean officer ot artillery, 
indicated ability of the highest order. When as a Commissary of 
Subsistence he was placed in charge of subsistence affairs in the 
Department of the Missouri, he exhibited energy, foresight and 
administrative and executive capacity rarely found. His power 
to accomplish the tasks confided to fhim seemed to grow with 
the growth of the great armies that rose up in the West, and to 
expand as the area of their operations widened. As these armies 
grew and pressed forward, his responsibilities increased, until, 
as Chiet Purchasing and Supervising Commissary, his charge in- 
cluded the vast fiela of operations somprised in the Mississippi 
Vailey from Louisiana to British America, and west io the Rocky 
Mountains, with its hundreds ot thousands of armed men. Tire- 
less, clear-headed, far seeing, he anticipated the wants of the 
armies everywhere, gathered supplies and threw them forward 
by all available means, with such success that at all times and 
places the troops were bountitally provided with good and 
wholesome food. In accomplishing this he disbursed nearly six- 
ty millions ot dollars of the public money, every cent of which 
was faithfully aud honestly accounted tor. His work was re- 
markable and justly earned for him commendation of the bighest 
kind, not only from the head of the War Department and the 
Chief of bis Bureau, but from the great commanders of the 
armies in the field, who saw and appreciated the value oi his ser- 
vices. He was naturally of fine physique, but the constant 
weur and strain of his great work duriog the war doubtless short- 
ened his life, and led to the long illness that was terminated by 
his death. He wasaman of the strictest integrity, and one of 
his most marked characteristics was his absorbing devotion to 


his duties, from which he never allowed anything to divert him.

YELLOW FEVER AT THE PENSACOLA NAVY YARD. 
A TELEGRAM was received at the Navy Department, Aug- 
ust 23, from Lieut.-Comdr. Welch, announcing the death of 
Surgeon Alfred M. Owen, U. 8. Navy, on August 22. The 
despatch says: ‘Surgeon Martin advised to-day to ask the 
Marine Hospital Service to assist the people of the reserve, 
48 One death occurred this morning at Woolsey, and there 
are at least two more suspicious cases in Warrington, all be- 
lieved to be yellow fever. They will be decided this after- 
noon.

PRACTICAL ARTILLERY INS®RUCTION. 
I. BANGE AND POSITION FINDING, 


A NEcEssaky preliminary to effective artillery fire, is range 
and position finding. It is work which should be performed 
with rapidity as weil as precision. The best results can be 
obtained only by considerable practice, with suitable appli- 
ances. But few officers and men are required at any one 
time, and it can be conducted for instruction at times when 
it may be impracticable to do other artillery work. Two 
methuds should be practiced: one by regular triangulation, 
giving accuracy ; the otber, by use of various range finders, 
giving approximation. The first method requires the ex- 
tablishment of two fixed stations, for plane-tables, as far 
apart as possible, the distance between them being accurate- 
ly measured. The stations should be connected with each 
other by telegraph lines. Where not practicable, owing to 
intervening water and absence of a cable, the ordinary sig- 
nal flags and code can be used. 

Skill io using this method may be obtained by “tracking” 
vessels after the manner practiced at the Torpedo School at 
Willet’s Point. The course of a vessel is followed and plotted 
rapidly upon a chart containing the outlines of the harbor. 
Thus the absolute position and distance of an object is 
quickly ascertained. The charts upon which this is to be 
done may be drawn at each post from the chart of the har- 
bor furnished by the Engineer Department. Photo-litho- 
graphic copies of these for use may probably be procured 
from the Ordnance Department. 

The “ tracking” drill may be advantageously made also a 
judging distance drill. Officers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers being present at one of the plane-tables, where the 
course of the vessel is plotted, each one is to be required to 
note on a tablet or book, his estimate of the distance of the 
vessel at the moment that 4 record is made. The distance, 
as measured, will then be announced and noted in each tab- 
let in a column adjoining the estimate. When the exercise 
is completed, the errors, plns or minus, are to be noted. 
A convenient form for this work is given in appendix ‘‘E.” 

The second method is by the Pratt range finder, or other 
similar range tinders, With practice, excelleut results can 
be rapidly obtained by two observers working together. 

The gain in accuracy of fire, obtained by an eftiicient sys- 
tem of range and position finding is shown by a sketch by 
Captain Watkins, R. A., published in the Royal United Ser- 
vice Institution Journal. The firing in Loth instances was 
at a floating target, {he position of all the shot being reduced 
in the plot to asingle position of the target. 

In the case cited the target was towed in a zig-zag direc- 
tion, at rate varying from five to seven knots per hour, and 
the firing noted as being aided by the range and position 
finder, was carried on with the target invisible to the gunuers, 
thus assimilating the conditions of a smoke covered battle- 
field. 

A summary of the material required at each post is given 
in appendix ‘ A.” 


II, ARTILLERY FIRING PRACTICE. 


Owing to the constant presence of shipping in our harbors 
but little long-range artillery firing appears to have been 
practiced. The principal object of the existence of artillery 
is to serve and fire heavy guns effectively. This cannot be 
done without much practice. It 1s, therefore, better to wait 
hours for opportunities to fire, than not to fire atall. It 
will rarely happen that opportunities to fire will not present 
themselves in the course of a day, particularly if two targets 
are placed so as vo present somewhat divergent lines of fire. 
The available guns and material are not all that may be de- 
sired, but even with these, due care being taken, fair results 
may be obtained. Shell firing should not be permitted on 
account of the uncertainty of the available service fuzes, and 
in the case of smooth bores, the irregular scattering of some- 
times large pieces of the wooden sabots. Smooth bore mor- 
tar firing, giving frequently erratic results, should not be 
carried on, Whilst smooth-bore shot, aud blind shell with- 
out sabots may be fired from barbette batteries directly over 
vessels near at band, rifled projectiles, manufactured during, 
or immediately after, the war, should not be so fired, as they 
aie likely to strip and tumble irregularly. For this reason 
the latter should not be fired when vessels are near the line 
of fire. In all cases the ranges should be such as to preclude 
the possibility of ricochets. These are frequently irregular 
and eccentric, particularly those of rifled projectiles. 

The present regulation allowance of ammunition is too 
limited. A large proportion of it is comparatively obsolete, 
and may now be used advantageously only in target practice. 
The allowance to be expended might, therefore, be increased. 
It will be fonnd, too, that the regulation allowance at seme 
posts has not been expended in past years on account of the 
appsreut obstacle presented by the presence of shipping. 
Authority might be obtaiaed to expend the accumulation of 
unexpended allowances. 

The regulations prescribe firing in the months of June 
and September, which usually present the most favorable 
atmospheric conditions, These latter play a very important 
role in affecting the accuracy of fire. It is, therefore, desir- 
able to assign a portion of the firiug to periods when the 
conditions are varied, and even as unfavorable as possible. 
This is particularly marked in winter. As the season, when 
an enemy may attack cannot be assured, the periods when 
firing practice is had, should be eo distributed as to include 
extreme variations of atmospheric conditions. The firing 
might well be quarterly, assuring one period in winter, at 
times when the thermometer is below freezing point, and one 
each in April, July, and October. 

In order to increase the chances of making the first fires 
upon an enemy effective, before the view is obscured by 
smoke, guus will probably be frequently fired in volleys. It 
is, therefore, desirable to practice this, firing from five to 
ten guus simultaneously by electricity. The volley firing 
should be carried out at the end of each period, the eleva- 
tions, etc., having been obtaineJ by the previous practice. 
In this practice, the graduations of the traverse circle may 
pe advantageously used to secure concentration and rapidity 
of fire. 

The graduation of the traverse circles will also be useful 
in making deviation allowance for wind and drift where only 
the old service sights are available. At least two telescopic 
sights should be obtained for each post, and seats for the 
same applied to guns of all calibres. Observations should 
be taken of the velocity and direction of the wind, particu- 
larly during the time of flight. The velocity may be ob- 
tained by means of the Signal Service anemometer, arranged 
to close a bell circuit each tenth of one mile, Readings may 
thus be obtained within short intervals of time. The direc-

tion of the wind may be obtained by means of # kite at- 


tached to a suitably graduated dial. The graduations of the 

dial should be in the values of the rectangular components 
| with reference to the line of fire rather thau its absolute di- 
rection with refersnce to the points of the compass. When 
the wind is insufficient to maintain a kite, the direction may 
be obtained either with ordinary inflated toy balloons, or else 
by carefully observing the direction of passage of the 
smoke. 

The times of flight should be carefully noted by at least 
two observers. The Auburndale stop-watchos are excelleat 
andinexpensive. If two are furnished, it would be advan- 
tageous to have onea ‘split-timer” in order to take the 
shortest and longest times of flight in case of volley firiag. 
Readings of the barometer, thermometer, and hygrometer 
should be taken occasionally durivg the firing, and recorded, 
Each shot should be immediately plotted by the means al- 
ready indicated, and its range noted before another gun of 
the same calibre is fired. The deviation of the projectile 
should be noted by an instrument placed as nearly in rear of 
the piece fired as practicable. A careful and minute record 
of the results of the firing and all attendant circumstances 
should be kept on specially prepared forms. (See Appeniix 
“*D.”) Copies of these should be forwarded to Department 
Headquarters for inspection and consolidation at the end of 
each firing period. A method should be devised whereby a 
figure of merit may be assigned to each command, and the 
results published. When fairly efticient results have been ob- 
tained in firing at a fixed target, a movable target should be 
devised and practiced at. Luterest in the work may possibly 
be stimulated by an annual competition of gun detachments 
from each post, the place of competition alteruating. 

Ill. MECHANICAL MANQUVRES, 


Daring the wiater, when out-door work is impracticable, 
officers and enlisted men should be instructed in various 
rope-splicing and knots, and also rigging-tackle. All should 
be required to practically make these splices and knots until 
found proficient therein. 

At least once during each year, each battery shall execute 
all possible mechanical manceuvres with field and sioge guus 
and mortars; mounted and dismounted a gun and carriage 
of each calibre under 15 in., both in barbette and casemate 
batteries; also raised and lowered these from the parade to 
the ramparts. At posts where two or more batteries are 
serving, 2 15in. guo shall be dismounted from its carriage 
and tbe latter removed fully from its platform, replaced, 
and the gun remounted. It shall also be raised and lowered 
from the parade to the ramparts, and vice versa, The time 
occupied in these manceuvres should be noted. Requisitions 
are to be made upon the Ordnance Department tor such 
appliances as may be needed to execute the foregoing 
mechanical manceuvres. 

An annual report should be made by post commanders 
specifying the character, dates of the mechanical manceuvres 
performed by each battery and the entire garrison. The 
reasons for the non-execution of any of the required man- 
ceuvres are to be fully given. The details of avy accidents 
occurring during the work are to be stated. In case of 
serious injury to any officer or enlisted m+n, whilst engaged 
in mechanical manceuvres, a Board of Officers shall be con- 
vened to fully examine into the circumstances of the case 
and report thereon. 

All otficers should be invited to offer suggestions, in writ- 
ing, regarding modifications of means or methods, ir range 
finding, artillery firing, and mechanical mancwuvres. Tne 
more important ones are to be published in fall, others being 
briefly summarized.

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TARGET PRACTICE. 
To the Editor of the Army and:Navy Journal : 


Bre: ** Columbia,” in one of your recent issues on the 
above subject, has struck the keynote, “ that the possi- 
bilities in target practice are unknown;” that we are 
now beginning to find out by hard work what can be 
accomplished. At a post to my knowledge where a 
year ago but two marksmen existed, now there are 
near 200, and one of the companies has a figure of 
merit near 90. To tbe scoffer, or one who has not 
studied the subject—from laziness or indifference—he 
will exc:aim - Oh! there is some unfair counting in this 
matter ; but there is not—only the results of hard work, 
patience, and study, once in awhile on the range. 

I noticed some purticularly good shooting. Having 

some doubts in the matter, I went behind the butt, and 
the same good shooting continued. At most of our 
posts, where an officer cannot be spared, a non-com- 
missioned officer and two or three privates are niarkers, 
changed from time to time, and any unfair counting 
would soon leak out. I mention this fact, as the lazy 
or inert officer who sees auother succeed will try to ex- 
plain his success in this way. I will guarantee to any 
company at least 20 marksmen if they will work; not 
go out and fire shots and come in, but work two 
hours a day in gallery practice, or pvinting drill, aiming 
the gun (standing, kneeling, and lying down) at a tar- 
get outside the quarters; this to be done in the winter 
months as well as in summer when not on the range. 
Then on the range shoot your allowance of ammunition 
(or more if you have saved in winter), not one day each 
week, but in successive days, and you will find the 
second day’s shooting an improvement on first, and so 
on. You will need your 20 rounds (every bit of it each 
month by reloading, aud double if you have it), and 
then you will have four days or more successive firing 
of 15 shots each. 

Go out on range at sunrise, shoot till 10 a. m., avoid 
heat and glare of sun, shoot in Pp. M two hours before 
sunset, see that your range gives you a north fire, or 
such that the prevailing wind will be from front or rear. 
We may not be able to have all this in fighting, but if 
you make your men good shots, or marksmen, they 
have confidence in themselves, and are better prepared 
to meet other alverse elements than they otherwise 
could. We are now shooting on ‘‘paper;” this, well 
done, will tend to better results, if not secure them, 
than by bad ‘‘paper shooting.” The post commander 
must work with his company commanders, aid and 
encourage them in every way, and to the enlisted man 
hold out every reward for well doing. 

I have the honor of belonging to a post which at the 
end of target year will stand well to the front, and their 
success has been obtained by the hardest work, both of 
officers and men, I have experienced since being in the 
service. If you want to succeed, work, work, work, 
Oct. 1 to Sept. 30. Study Laidley, Zalinski, and other 
works on rifle practice; every line gives you a point. 
Let each man learn the peculiarity of his own gun. 
you do all this, you will have soldiers who can shoot, 
and thus the purpose and object of soldiering will be 
accomplished. 

Feeiing secure in the ability of the officers and men 
at our post to cope with, if not beat, others, I have thus 
generously, if not unwisely, thrown out a few hints by 
which those who are behind may pick up between now 
and Sept. 30, and share a little glory on the ‘‘ home 
run,” and not be distanced, and thus thrown out.

HYPOTHECATING PAY ACCOUNTS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your issue of Aug. 4 you remark that you “judge 
from occasional correspondence, especiaily of late, that 
our Army officers as a body will receive with satisfac- 
tion an order absolutely forbidding tie hypothecation 
of pay accounts, even if to some extent it may seem 
arbitrary.” 

Cannot something be said in favor of such hypothe- 
cation by the minority, then? It would no doubt be 
satisfactory to every officer in the Army if no necessity 
ever arose for one to discount an account ; but it can 
hardly be said that any ‘‘ satisfaction” would be de- 

* rived from an order forbidding such discounting. There 
are times when it is of marked benefit. Of course no 
one likes to confess impecuniosity, but it exists, and 
very certainly in the Army. 

It appears to me that an order forbidding the hypoth- 
ecation of pay accounts would be not only ‘‘ to some 
extent” arbitrary, but one might go further and say that 
it would be entirely 80; hence without foundation in 
law. Argument is not necessary to prove that if a man 
chooses to take the risks of advancing money on an 
officer’s pay account, he has the right to do so—the 
risks at all times being understood to be those of casu- 
alty, not of rascaiity. 

The officer who duplicates his pay accounts should 
be so punished as to accomplish the end; that is, to 
prevent the crime being repeated by others; but to pre- 
sume that officers must be bound up by a distinct order 
to prevent a chance for dishonesty is, 1 believe, un- 


necessary. 

The passage of a law making it punishable for a bank 
president or a cashier, or any other business man, to 
give his note or his bonds as collateral would, I imag- 
ine, be looked upon as peculiar, and yet some bank 
presidents, cashiers, and other business men raise money, 
default, and become convicts. 

The fault does not lie in the system of discounting, 
but in the men themselves who use for criminal pur- 
poses means which are at times of benefit to their honest 
comrades. 

Such men would steal anywhere. Of course, the 
words temptation and weakness apply to some, but 

otism, vanity, whiskey and gambling are more 
Plicabie to the majority of those who fall. It would 


if an 8 pay account was of so much value 


that it would be considered as good for its face as 
Vanderbilt’s note for that amount. When the system 
of an officer’s pay is made so complicated that he cannot 
duplicate an account, of course it will save the ‘* weak” 
brethren—who are unworthy the trouble—but it seems 
a pity that for a few scoundrels’ acts, honest gentlemen 
must be ‘‘ prevented ” from doing wrong. It creates an 
unpleasant sensation. The Hon. Secretary of War is 
right in bringing to light, criminals of the class here 
discussed, and not an honorable man iu the Army but 
will wish him success in dismissing a@// of them; yet 
there are still many officers left in the Army who by- 
pothecate an account without duplicating it, and whose 
price is so high that a couple of years’ pay accounts 
could not buy them. Far Away. 








CAUSES OF DESERTION. 


Tue Drayton, O., Journal, says, on this subject : 
The problem of all others that the officers of our Army 
are called upon to solve, is, how to prevent desertions ? 
To those who have taken the pains to inquire, it is evi- 
dent that our officers as a class are as competent as any 
in the world, and that the relations existing between 
officers and men is that of the careful and considerate 
on the first part, and ready and cheerful obedience on 
the part of the latter. 

We are confident that one of the real, if not the main 

cause of dissatisfaction on the part of the soldier, is the 
fact that as a rule he enlists to escape work, and to his 
great disgust he finds that the soldier of our Regular 
Army not only ‘‘soldiers,” but works that he may 
soldier. 
Since the war our Army have been the real pioneers 
of our great West, not only clearing the frontier of hos- 
tile Indians, but building their own quarters and Gov- 
ernment store houses, and building miles of public 
roads. The soldier likes the excitement of campaign 
life, and does not object to the drill and instruction 
that looks to making hima perfect soldier ; but when he 
is called upon to take up the pick-axe and hard work, 
he is overtaken with disgust and deserts. He soon 
learns from the old soldier that hard work is the rule in 
our service for both officers and men, and “ soldiering” 
as he understood it, the exception; and for all this it is 
hard to find where the blame should rest; a large part 
no doubt belongs to the exigencies of the service; a 
part at the doors of Congress, which is always willing 
that the Army shall do the greatest possible work on 
the very smallest appropriation, and as usual where ap- 
propriations are stinted in the name of economy the 
greatest extravagance results. Forcing our soldiers to 
do the work of the mechanic and laborer, has cost in 
the way of desertions thousands of dollars where it ever 
saved hundreds. The evidence of those who have given 
the matter attention, and have had experience, proves 
that this comparison is entirely too tame. 








THE VENEZUELAN CEREMONIES. 


U. 8. Fracsuie TENNESSEE, 
Laauayrga, VENFZUELA, August 1, 1883. 


Hon. William £. Chandler, Secretary of the Navy: 
In my despatch dated Caracas, Venezuela, June 29, 1883, 
Lioformed the Department of the part which had been taken 
by myself and the officers under my command in the various 
ceremonies of the Centennial celebration at Caracas up to 
that date. 
On the morning of July 30 last the President of the United 
States of Venezuela, Gen. Guzman Blauco, paid me a visit 
at the United States Legation, where I was residing. He 
came quite informally, and during our conversation ex- 
pressed his gratification that our Government had sent so 
many officers to Caracas to participate in the Centennial cele- 
brations. Having learned that I intended to sail from La- 
guayra on the Ist of August, he urged me to remain until 
the 9th inst., in order that the officers might attend a ball 
which he proposed giving on that date. I did not feel that 
I could \\ith propriety remain expressly for such an event, 
and therefore I declined to change my intention of sailing on 
the lst inst. The weather at Laguayra had been extremely 
hot, and I did not consider it prudent to detain the flagship 
longer in that port in the middle of summer. The President 
expressed regret at my inability to prolong my stay in Cara- 
cas, and said he hoped I would visit the city at some future 
time. 
Op Jaly 31, 1883, at 3 vp. u., the statue of General George 
Washington, which the government of Venezuela bas erect- 
ed in the Plaza de Santa Teresa, in the city of Caracas, as 
a manifestation of its admiration of the United States of 
America was unveiled with great ceremony by the President 
of Venezuela, I considered it very desirable, on account of 
the marked compliment paid to our country by the erection 
of this statue, that as many officers of the flagship Tennes- 
see as possible shuuld attend the unveiling, and therefore 
gave orders that as many as could be spared from duty 
should proceed to Caracas and accompany mo to the Plaza 
de Santa feresa upon this occasion. There were sixteen 
officers present besides myself, all in full dress uniform, and 
I have reason to believe that it was very gratifying to the 
Venezuelan Government to have so large a number of repre- 
seutatives from the United States to participate in the un- 
veiling of the statue. There was a very large attendance 
upon this occasion on the part of the government officials 
and of a ago citizens of Caracas, and the square and 
streets leading to it were filled with a very enthusiastic 
crowd of people, 
The President, dressed in his full military uniform, opened 
the ceremonies with a few appropriate remarks, expressing 
high admiration for Washington and for the United States, 
and then removed the silken American ensign with which 
the statue was covered. As the flag was taken away and 
the statue exposed to view, the whole concourse, led by the 
President, joined in a hearty cheer for Washington and the 
band played Hail Columbia. After this a beautiful address 
expressive of the very highest admiration for Washington 
and his country was made by one of the officers of the Vene- 
zuelan Goverrment. To this address I replied, and in con- 
cluding my remarks took occasion to express the thanks of 
our own cuuntry to the President and people of Venezuela 
for this beautiful tribute to the memory of Washington. I 
forward herewith 9 translation of the address made on the 
of the Venezuelan Government and also my reply to 
same. After I had finished speaking some remarks were 
made by Gen. Wm. A. Pilo, formerly our Minister Resident 





Jehu Baker, made a short and eloquent speech, which qp. 
cluded the addresses. 

Immediately after the speaking was finished the Vresidey 
stepped forward and placed a beautiful wreath upon th 
statue. His example was followed by myself and many 
other persons, For this purpose I had had prepared a doubjs 
wreath of oak aad olive leaves with the monogram initiak 
of Simon Bolivar and George Washington in immortelles 
the centre. This wreath was made with great care, and] 
understand that it is the intention of the Venezuelan Goy. 
ernment to preserve it. 

The floral decorations of the statue concluded the ceremo. 
nies which had been very impressive throughout. The bang 
played our national air and the people retired from th 
Plaza. As I passed out with my officers the President; 
guard was paraded, and a salute extended to me. At the 
hour of unveiling the statue the flagship Tennessee at [,. 
guayra fired a national salute of twenty-one guns, 

The statue of Washington is of bronze by an Americay 
artist named O Donovan, and is very fine. The artist hay 
given a very life-like and noble expression to the counts 
nance, and the proportions of the figure, which is dressed jp 
military uniform, is excellent. 

On the afternoon of July 31 I called with all my officers on 
the President of Venezuela, and took leave of him. I desir, 
to state here that the President and all the officers of Vene. 
zuelan Government have treated me and the officers unde 
my command with the greatest courtesy. We have hee 
entertained as the guests of the government, which has paid 
all our expenses for board, carriage hire, etc., during our 
stay in Caracas, 

I desire also to call the attention of the Department to the 
very great kindness shown to myself and my officers by ou 
Minister Resident, Mr. Baker, and by Dr. A. M. Soteldo, an 
American citizen residing in Caracas. It is also very pleas 
ing for me to say that all the American residents, and many 
of the citizens of Caracas were extremely hospitable and 
courteous to us, and our visit to Caracas has been an occa- 
sion of much pleasure to us all. 
On the day previous to my departure the President of Ven- 
ezuela, acting with the advice and consent of the Federal 
Council, sent to me, through our Minister, decorations of 
the Order of the Basto ds el Libertardor for myself and the 
ofticers of my personal staff. Apart from all personal con- 
siderations, I consider this act as an additional evidence that 
the Government of Venezuela desires upon the occasion of 
the Centennial Celebration of the birth of its Liberator to 
show its great admiration for the United States, and for this 
reason it has conferred this special honor upon its rep. 
resentatives, 
I left Caracas at 8 o’clock this morning, and came down to 
Laguayra with my officers in a special car which Mr. Frazer, 
the Superintendent of the Caracas and Laguayra Railway, 
had placed at my disposition. Respectfully, etc.,

We are in receipt of atranslation by Lieut. B. F. Tilley, 
U. 8. N., of the address in Spanish by the representative of 
the Venezuelan Government which Admiral Cooper refers to 
here. It is a glowing eulogy of Washington, concluding s 
follows: 


The real greatness of Washington is not seen in his magnificent 
works nor in his exemplary virtues; no, he, before everything else, 
is great as an ideal man, as the personification of a grand thought, 
as the true interpreter of a whole people. 

Yes, yentlemen, the world sees in Washington the glorious 
completion of that redemptory idea, American emancipation, and 
it also contemplates in him the forces, the power, the virtues, 
and the glory of the great people in whom humanity seems 
to show torth all its vital forces; of this people, so labor 
ious, so austere, so honorable, and of whose strict justice Vene 
zuela has many proofs; of this incomparable people Washingtot 
has become the representative in history, and in immortality. 
The world admires in him the origin of the grandeur of the great 
Republic, which seems, in its progress, almost to realize the 
wonders of mythology. 

Washington is North America, and North America is Wasbing- 
ton. Jn the birth-place of Bolivar Washington deserves to occupy 
the highest place, In the apotheosis of the Liberator of South 
America the Liberator of North America could not be forgottet, 
and to Guzman Blanco, the illustrious Regenerator of Venezuela, 
the country 1s indebted for the honor which she has in the erec 
tion of this monument to American glory. 

This statue is a new tie which unites the two pioneers who 
fought for the independence of the New World; it is like the close 
and perpetual embrace of friendship which the two Liberators 
give to each other in the glories of immortality. 

And you, noble sons of the great Republic, the modern Rome, 
you intrepid mariners, who solemnize witn your presence this 
act, say to your countrymen how their brothers of the South 
congregated around this monument have spoken of the glories of 
your country, in order to render to it a tribute to veneration; 
say to them that for us Bolivar and Washington are two brother 
in whom are united, so to speak, the destiny and the glory of the 
two Americas, the grand country of liberty, equality, and of 
fraternity. i 
And you citizens of Caracas, the city of noble sacrifices a 
heroic deeds, to-day, in the height of your prosperity, contell: 
plats with pride this monument with which the most loving of 
your illustrious sons enriches you on the Centennial of Bolivar, 
a day forever memorable, and without which the glorious 19th 
of April would never have dawned. 

In reply Admiral Cuoper said : 

Mr. President, gentlemen of the Cabinet, citizens of Caracas and 
fair ladies ;: Permit me to speak first to the ladies who grace this 
ceremony with their sweet presence to-day. We could do nothing 
without them, and througbout life my experience has proved ww 
me that when the fair sex comes forward and helps man’s suc 
cess is certain. Ladies, I am glad to see you here tu-day. 

I thank you all for the privilege of making a few remarks upod 
this occasion. You have just listened to a most eloquent ad: 
dress; the orator has painted for you, in colers bright 48 the 
rainbow tints, the character of Washington. Now do not expect 
anything like that from me; sailors do not make speeches, ¥° 
leave them to the lawyers and the priests. Ithank my couvtly 
me to Vevezuela as her representative upov this occ 
slon. When I return home I can give a good account of the 
wealth, resources and prosperity of this model republic. This 
is a happy time for you to proclaim your greatness to he world, 
and these centennial ceremonies are a just tribute to the oy 
ry of that soldier, pstriot and liberator, Bolivar, the father 
this fair land, I say to you, Mr. President and citizens of Vee 
zuela, that, aithough you are ot Spanish and we of English is 
scent, we both belong to one fimily, a family whose pedigree “ 
without a flaw; whose escutcheon is without a staiv. We ar 
Freedom ’s sons. Wak 
I look with gratification and pride upon this statue of oa 
ington, the Bolivar of the United States, of North America, § of 
ip expressing these sentiments Ido but re-echo the feeling Ar 
fifty mijlions of my countryme.s.

SITTING BULL'S INSOLENCE REBUKED. 


Tue Senatorial Committee met the Sioux Indians of the 
Standing Rock Agency in council, August 22, there being 
present on the occasion many of the officers, with their la- 
dies, from the garrison at Fort Yates. 
Sitting Bull, who announced himself with great expres- 
sion and considerable vehemence as having been created by 
the Great Spirit chief of the Indians present, declined to 
talk with the committee, whom he accused of being of a too 
convivial composition. He then declared their council at an 
end, whereupon those present quietly withdrew, leaving the 
committee, the agent, and the onlookers in quiet and undis- 
turbed possession of the council hall. 
Subsequently, under the arrangements made between 
Agent McLaughlin and the Indians, Sitting Bull was given 
the alternative of apologizing to the Senate committe, whom 
he had insulted, or go to the guardhouse. He chose the for- 
mer, ani Gen, Logan administered to him the following 
scathing address : 
I understand that you wanted the Indians to come here and 
talk. They appointed you, with two others, todoso, When you 
talked to the committee you accused them of being drunk. You 
insulted them. I understand that this is not the first time you 
have been guilty of this offence against a committee of Congress. 
You said to the committee you were achiet of all the people of 
this country; that you were appointed by the Great Spirit. I 
want to say to you, sir, that the Great Father has not appointed 
youchief. Appointments are not made that way, and, further, 
that you are not the great chief of this country. You have no 
following nor power—no rights which are to be considered. You 
are on an Indian reservation at the sufferance ot the Government, 
and if it were not for the Government you would be starving to 
death in the mountains, I say these things for your good, but 
you must not incite these Indians to bad deeds—must not break 
up councils. Behave yourself as any other man, and if you do 
this again you will be sent to the guardhouse and have to work. 
I want to say to these men here that this man, Sitting Bull, is 
not their chief, They must obey the orders of the Government, 
which feeds them and takes care of them. You are the equal of 
all other men, and you bave noright to insult meu who come 
here to do you a kindness. I am glad to say to you here that 
Sitting Bull, with all his vanity, bas come before you now and 
apologized for the Janguage he has used to this committee. 
Whereupon Sitting Bull subsided and the council finally ad- 


journed.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


NATIONAL GUARD TROOPS AND ENCAMPMENTS. 


Tue estimation in which National Guard troops are at 
present held by the General Government and the War De- 
partment, as well as by the different States themselves and 
the people at large, is very different from what it wasa 
decade or two ago. The colonel of a successful regi- 
ment of citizen soldiers holds a very different position from 
the “‘ militia colonel” of a score or two of years ago, and 
has more and decidedly higher and graver responsibilities. 
Our own great war, and the wars which have recently 
taken place in other countries, bave shown us plainly that it 
requires hard work to keep pace with the constant progress 
and improvements in all that pertains to warfare, and as our 
Government is evidently determined not to maintain a sufti- 
cient regular force, the responsibility for the public defence 
devolves, in a large measure, upon the people. Efforts to in- 
crease the efficiency of their troops are now general through 
all the States where citizen soldiers are maintained, and en- 
campments and competitive drills are the means generally 
employed to accomplish this. These are looked upon with 
favor by the War Department, which supports and en- 
courages them by the detail of regular officers, who are put 
at the disposal of the States which apply for them for the 
purpose of observing their encampments and drills, giving 
advice, etc. These officers, whether colonels or second lieu- 
tenants, not only make full reports to the War Department 


model camp of the National Guard of the country) was very 
much in the nature of a picnic. This is due to the fact thy 
the daily reports published laid chief stress upon tke mod 
parades, fun, and junketing which occasionally helped ty 
fill up the few hours of leisure to which the soldier is fairy 
entitled after his drills, watchings, and labors. The rey 
purpose of the camp and the hard work performed were by 
little considered by the reporters anxious to make a “ spicy 
article.” It is but just to the reporters to say, however, tha 
there were those ‘in certain organizations who encourage 
this sort of thing, and this contributed to deprive the cam 
of much of the credit to which the hard wor 
performed there fully entitled it. We were amuse 
the other day to see in one of our Pennsylvania exchanges, 
the statement that their camp was entirely devoted to wor 
and completely free of the junketing which formed the maiy 
feature of a ‘‘ recent camp on the Hudson;” yet such state 
ments were only natural consequences of what was published 
day after day about the New York camp. This sort of thing 
may make interesting reading, but it is unjust and belittling 
to the soldier who performs his work faithfully. In our ow 
reports we have preferred to dwell upon the value and in. 
portance to the public, the improvement and generally fair 
discipline which has characterized the encampments of Ney 
York State, expressing the hope that no false economy wil 
be allowed to interfere with the admirable plans introduced 
by the late, and continued by the present Adjutant General, 
When the questlon of future camps comes up for discu- 
sion we hope the authorities will carefully consider the ad- 
visability of increasing the number of men present at om 





of the strength, efficiency, etc., of the troops they inspect, 
with a view to their availability in time of need, but they are 
also expected to improve the occasion by a study of 
the possibilities of different localities as to subsistence, trans- 

portation, clothing, instruction, etc., of comparatively large | 
bodies of troops, for which their own sphere—the Regular 

Army—offers but few opportunities. The National Guard 
has thus not only become the reserve or Landwehr of the 
country and the army, but to a certain extent it also forms a 
means of instruction for regular officers. Officers and men of 
the National Guard should therefore not lose sight of their 
own importance. 

As a journal devoted to the military profession, we have 
done and are still doing all in our power to bring together 
the regular Army and its reserve—the National Guard, and 
we believe we can justly congratulate ourselves that 
we have been the cause of no little improvement in the latter. 
While recognizing the right to legitimate enjoy- 
ment of the soldier under all circumstances, we 
are not disposed to devote so much space to the 
balls, receptions, and purely social aspect of the National 
Guard as the local papers ado, and we have no disposition to 
assist in gratifying an ambition for merely personal displey- 
But we are always ready to present the just claims of the 
National Guard to public consideration, and we are confi- 
dent that our criticisms are not only directly of service by 
way of instruction, but that they do much to increase the 
respect among professional soldiers for the Guard, as an 
organization which aims at the highest standard of profes- 
sional excellence.* We have no local prejudices or partiali- 
ties of any kind to consider, and our criticisms are vonceived 
in a spirit of justness and fairness towards an organization 
important in itself, and which needs only to be freed from its 
manifest failings to become valuable, not merely as a support 
to local authority, but as a means of national defence. 
We must under all circumstances commend the public 
spirit which induces citizen soldiers to don a uniform and 
spend time and money in order to prepare and educate them- 
selves for the highest and most patriotic duties a man can 
be called upon to perform ; but as soldiers we can esteem 
them only in proportion as we find them ready to submit to 
the requirements of the profession whose honors they seek 
to wear. War is a business much too serious to permit any- 

thing pertaining to it to be made the means of administer- 
ing to personal glorification merely. Because soldiers wear 
a uniform it does not follow that every man who wears a 

uniform is a soldier, and to keep the distinction between the | 
two continually in mind is one_ purpose of the Army AND 
Navy JournaL. We cannot permit ourselves to be turned 
from that purpose by regard for indiviluals. This much is 
said in answer to complaints of what is called *‘ needless 
severity” in our criticisms by those affected by them. 

The occasion of much of this criticism, with which some 
ofticers are dispored to find fault, is inthe fact that those 
whose business it is to develop the possibilities of the Guard 
fail to do so, and compel us to dwell upon their errors to 
secure the necessary attention to them. It should always 
be borne in mind that it is our prinviple to recognize and 
criticise the State troops as soldiers, and that in so doing we 
are paying them the highest compliment. 

As said before, to the General Government the National 
Guard camp has been of value, as it has become acquainted 
through the reports of its officers detailed for observation, 
of the possibilities of the Guard asa means of defence, 
while to the National Guard these reports, being, like those 
ofthe Army anp Navy JournNat, the result of observa- 
tion from the most unprejudiced point of view, cannot fail 
to be a great aid in their improvement. 

As to encampments in general and brigade encampments 
in particular, we have taken pains to find out the impression 
generally current in respect to encampments among those 
not directly interested in the National Guard, and who are 
not able to judge of the work done at the New York camp 
from personal observation. We fiad that an erroneous im- 
pression is prevalent among these, to the effect that ihe

time. A decrease rather than an increase in this respect 
seems to us more advisable, in order to give both ofticers and 
men the advantage of increased number of tours of drill 
guard and field duties, under more perfect supervision, The 
weakness of the Guard lies in the Jack of rudimentary and 
detailed instruction, whereas, in the Army the lack is of the 
opportunity for handling larger bodies of troops. The bat- 
taliou drill instructor in the National Guard generally has 
his hands too full; he has more than he can properly and ad- 
vantageously control. No good drill master in the first set- 
ting up of recruits would take more men in hand than bis 
watchful eye could supervise, and this safe principle should 
be carried out through the different stages of instruction 
This is a very important element to keep in view in the cor 
sideration of the question of brigade encampments. 

It is very much to be desired, we may say in conclusion, 
that State troops and Regular troops should be brigaded to 
gether when possible. Our Regular officers, while thus im- 
perting instruction to the National Guard, would themselves 


learn much from the opportunity, which they can obtain in 


no other way, of participating in the manceuvres of large 
bodies of men. By concert of action between the War De 
partment and the State governments such joint encamp 


ments might be made possible, at least in some localities, 


The Constitution, which gives the control of the militia to 


the several States, also provides that they shall be trained 


*‘ according to the discipline prescribed by Congress.” And 


such joint encampments, as are here proposed. might very 
properly be provided as a means for carrying out this cor 
stitutional requirement.

{he site and the eurroundingg of the camp of the 3d Brigade 
Teminded one very much of Camp Reynolds at Lewiston iast 
year.

Ali through, however, but few errors 
Were noticed. We only saw a part of the ceremony in the 8th, 
and that was good. The main error noted was in report of ser- 
geants.

The 
location of the 5th was the poorest in the brigade. Company 
officers’ tents were backed by aravine, with company streets 
sloping toward the 18th. Some of the cook tents in this regi- 
ment were within a tew feet of the officers’ quarters, while others 
were on the opposite side of the hill, necessitating the men going 
up and down a steepincline in going to and returning irom 
meals. To the rear on the opposite sli pe were located the sinks, 
exposed to view from all quarters. The tents of brigade head- 
quarters were at the head of the parade ground, and commanded 
a view of the 14th, 15th, and 16th Regiments. Water, except for 
the 5th Regiment, was supplied through pipes from the lake, 
and, except atter standing in the pipes, was excellent, The 5th 
was supplied from a spring within a tew feet of the line. 

As usual, the Quirtermaster’s Department came in tor a good 
deal of blame, canvas was not on the grounds when the regiments 
arrived, and, as we have seen, one command slept on the ground 
over night without tents. The Commissary Department gave 
general satisfaction, so far as the quality of the rations was con- 
cerned; and, ou account of want of facilities for the purchase of 
extras, it appeared that the commands were obliged to live on 
the ration in this camp toa greater extent than iu either Camp 
McCall or Camp Humphreys. The consequence was that there 
was acry of “not enough,” Like in the Ist Brigade, the attempt 
was made toissue several days’ rations at ouetime, but was 
more or less a failure, as the supply on hand of several articles 
was not sufficient. 

In mounting guard the same plan was pursued as in the Ist 
Brigade. In most of the organization there was a regimental 
guard mount, after which the details were formed in front of 
brigade headquarters for a brigade or grand guard mount. This 
was first attempted on Sunday, and we were informed that every 
one was 80 new to tie work that it was full two hours before the 
ceremony was concluded. Several of the details in the meantime 
were marched around and around, completely at sea as to their 
positions. During the sound off, men were unsteady, many o! 
them resting on their pieces in the most unconcerned manner 
possible. No wonder, however, for they were probably pretty 
well disgusted with the whole businesg. This plan was continued 
each day,and by the last of the week the ceremony was per- 
formed quite creditably. though not without errcr,and among 
other errors, a 2d lieutenant was noticed in command of a 
platoon with a Ist lieutenant in rear among the file closers. 
Regimental dress parades were omitted, and brigade dress parade 
held each evening instead, followed by a passage in review before 
the General. In the formatiuns the wait for some of the organi 
zations was made unnecessarily long. On account of the 18th Reg- 
iment arriving always on time but with only a very few winutes 
to spare, the others always in position had to wait until the 18cb 
formed into close column, which it now did without halting in 
column of fours for a comparatively long while. Six yards, the 
prescribed distance between guides in close column, was strictly 
adhered to in all the commands except the 18th, which almost iu- 
variably stretched out to company distance. Changing direction 
by the left flank the marker was placed facing outward instead of 
towards the fifth file. After halting and dressing neither the 18th 
nor the 10th Regiment took wheeling distance before executing 
right by companies. 

Of course the every day passage in review prepared the brigade 
for the review by the Governor.

MASSACHUSETTS—SECOND BRIGADE. 


The annual encampment of the Second Brigade, M. V. M., 
was held at the State Camp Ground, South Framingham, 
Mass., August 14 to 18, inclusive. This Brigade, commanded 
by General Benjamin F. Peach, Jr., is composed of the 
Fifth, Eighth and Ninth regiments of Infantry, First Bat- 
talion of Light Artillery, and First Battalion of Cavalry ; 
altogether 32 companies. he Brigade camp was pitched 
about the same as last year, the Ninth holding the right, 
the Fifth coming next, theu the Eighth, then the Artillery 
and the Cavalry bringing up the left of tne line. Brigade 
headquarters was in its usual position and was made in bar- 
rack form, as described in the report of the camp of the First 
Brigade. The daily routine of duty comprised: Reveille, 
5 45 a. M. ; surgeon’s call, 6.154. m.; breakfast, 6.45 a. ™. ; 
adjutant’s call (guard mounting), 8.304. m. ; drill, 9.30 4. 
m. ; recall, 11 30 a. m.; orderly hours, 12 m.; dinner 12.30 P. 
m.; drill 8 Pp. m.; recall 4 30 P. m.; dress parade and retreat, 
5 30 Pp. M.; inspection and muster immediately after dress 
parade ; supper, 6.45 Pp. m.; tattoo. 10.30 Pp. m.; taps, 11 P. m. 

This routine was faithfully carried out. All the organiza- 
tions were inspected by Adjutant General Dalton and Lt.- 
Col. Stevenson, Assistant Inspector General, during the 
week. On Friday, the Cavalry battalion proceeded to South 
Framingham, received Governor Butler and staff, and es 
corted them to the camp ground, where his Excellency was 
received with the customary salute. After dinuer came the 
review, and then a brisk brigade drill of an hour and a half, 
followed by brigade dress parade, 

The formation for review was at 3o’clock. The brigade 
was formed in line, and reached from the South Framing- 
ham road to the Framingham turnpike, or entirely across 
the field. The formation was excellent. Every organization 
threw out markers at adjutant’s call, and all companies 
started for the line at the striking up of the band, and the 
various battalions moved toward the brigade line without 
delay. The salute to Governor Butler was well given, and 
the steadiness of the men during the passage of the review- 
ing party aronnd the line was admirable. Each infantry or- 
ganization came to ‘order arms” and “ parade rest” at 
the proper time, ard returned to “carry arms” as the re- 
viewing party approached its left and rear. All the organi- 
zations formed columns of companies in good shape; but 
the infantry, without exception, marked time to secure more 
distance, and did not at once take a good cadence. The 
dium major’s salute was good, as was that of Gen. Peach 
and staff. The 9th made an excellent passage, and the 
alignments and distances could not be improved. Salutes 
were made too soon as a rule, and in several instances rear 
ranks were too close, and the cadence lacked the swing of 
years gone by. The steadiness and set-up was admirable, 
The 5th had an excellent cadence and almost perfect dis- 
tances between companies, but ranks in at least three com- 
panies were not well closed, and the same fault of saluting 
too soon was observed as in the 9th. The 8th looked in bet- 
ter shape than for years. There was a solidity about the 
regiment that it has not shown of late. The cadence, set- 
up, and general steadiness was excellent. Alignments were 
good, and distances well preserved, except in two or three 
companies where a slight loss was noticeable. The Artillery 
Battalion passed with good alignments of pieces and cais- 
sons, and the men sitting the boxes like veterans. An ug'y 
horse in the first platoon of the Cavalry Battalion threw that 
battalion out of line, but the balauce of the battalion went 
by in splendid style. Distances were excellent, the steadi- 
ness of the men excellent, and the salutes given at the 
proper distance. 

At the conclusion of the review a brigade drill of nearly 
two hours was had, the movements serving to demonstrate 
that regimental and battalion commanders could handle 
their organizations in good shape. 

A brigade dress parade closed the day’s work, and was 
done in beautiful style. 

A brief review of the camp, as the result of our inspection 
on Friday, may not prove uninteresting. The camp from 
color line to stable was thoroughly policed. This was espe- 
cially true of the ground adjaceut to the kitchons. The sta- 
bles of the artillery and cavalry were models of neatness ; 
those of the cavalry being swept clean, and the borders of 
the stalls were banked out with straw. From right to left of 
the line the utmost care was taken in the cleanliness of the 
camp. The sinks were inspected at regular intervals by the 
surgeons of the different organizations, and they were in 
turn supervised by the brigade medical directors. But little 
sickness was reported, and that was in the nature of light 
camp complaints ; the men usually returning to duty the 
following day. Discipline, so far as we were able to observe, 
was faithfully observed. The men obeyed all orders cheer- 
fully and entered into their work with enthusiasm. Military 
courtesy was not the best. In the 5th it was very good, but 
slack in the 9th, and very loose in the 8th. The artillery and 
cavalry, on the contrary, showed a marked improvement 
over last season. Rifle practice was taken up with some in- 
telligence, each regiment, so we were informed, taking one 
day ut the butts under a competent inspector of rifle prac- 
tice. All calls emanated from Brigade Headquarters and 
were taken up on the right of the line and then carried in 
succession to the left of the line. This was an excellent fea- 
ture, as it insured uniformity, especially in line formations, 
and shuwed that the encampment was substantially that of 
a brigade. No signalling was attempted. This we think a 
mistake, for a good signal corps is indispensable. Guard 
duty was that of instruction, and not show. The sentries 
were carefully taught their duty and showed marked im- 
provement during the week, as the result of their lesson. 

In fact the camp was a success, and Brig.-General Peach 
may well feel satisfied with the result of the work of 1883. 

Gol. Pennington, U. 8. A., was present during the week, 
and will make report to General Hancock.

BURGOYNE’S ARMY. 
Datron, Mass., August 18. 


Waar became of the army of Gen. Burgoyne after 
the surrender at Saratoga is an inquiry of some interest. 
The question has been asked many well-informed peo- 
ple, and the answer is only a general one—that they 
were paroled and sent out of the country; that is the 
supposition. It was the first and, in fact, the only 
British surrender of consequence until the close of the 
war at Yorktown. Burgoyne’s troops were foreigaers, 
veterans in the service. Our Government must have 
adopted some line of policy with reference to their dis- 
position. Now, just what that policy was, it does not 
ap to be easy to ascertain. Many books have been 
consulted which ought tu convey the desired informa- 
tion, but the inquiry is not answered. Just what to do 
with this army of prisoners must have been a serious 
question with the Revolutionary patriots. They were 
sent out of the country, but in which direction did they 
go from the Saratoga battle-ground? The fact that a 
road leading over the Berkshire Hills, east from Pitts- 
field and Dalton, is called the ‘“ Burgoyne road,” led to 
inquiries which establish the fact that Burgoyne’s 
army went from New York State into Berkshire, and 
thence through Massachusetts to Boston. There are 
traditions of Burgoyne’s army having marched over 
these hills, but there does not appear much of record. 
In a small pocket diary kept by the Rev. Thomas Allen, 
there is an entry that 2,500 of them passed through 
Pittsfield. Old settlers have some stories to re!ate con- 
cerning this mavch. It is said that there are several 
families in Berkshire whose origin can be traced back 
to straggling scldiers of the army who preferred to re- 
main in this country and managed to desert rather than 
return to England. 

One of the best local histories to be found is the 
“ History of Pittsfield,” by J. E. A. Smith, the editor 
of the Hagle. It was prepared by authority of the 
town, and is a most patient and exhaustive work. With 
reference to the march of Burgoyne’s army this book 
says: ‘* The march of these long-dreaded and now half- 
humbied enemies through the country impressed itself 
strongly on the memories of the people, and still min- 
gles largely in their vague traditions. It is indicative 
of the almost total absence of specie in those days that 
the possession of gold and silver, in what seemed profu- 
sion, by the passing prisoners, and their readiness to
